Bretton Woods Conference. 


The thirty-first annual conference of the 
American Library Association will be held 
at Bretton Woods, N. H., during the week 
of June 28 to July 5, 1909. Headquarters will 
be at the Mt. Washington Hotel with the 
Mt. Pleasant, under the same management, 
available if necessary, just across the nar- 
row valley and within ten minutes’ walk. 


Hotel Rates. At the Mount Washington. 


One in a room without bath $3.50 to $4.00 
per day. 

(A limited number of small single rooms 
in towers and on ground floor at $3.50 per 
day.) 

Two or more in a room without bath, each 
$3.00 per day. One person in a single room 
with bath, $6.00 per day. 

The rate for bath for two or more persons, 
is $2.00 per day additional, whether it is 
attached to one room, two rooms or a suite, 





(Thus two rooms with bath between, oc- 
cupied by four ladies or four gentlemen will 
cost each person $3.50 per day.

At the Mount Pleasant. 


Two in a room without bath, each $3.00 
per day. 

Three or four in large room without bath, 
each $2.50 per day. 

Same rate for bath as at the Mount Wash- 
ington. 


Rooms may be reserved in advance at any 
time by addressing the Secretary, J. I. Wyer, 
Jr., State Library, Albany, N. Y., stating 
accommodations desired, price per day, time 
of arrival (as near as possible), wishes or 
arrangements as to room-mate. 


Railroad Rates. The best rate available 
for Minnesota is the regular summer tourist 
rate from Chicago. A 30-day rate from 
Chicago to Bretton Woods and return is 
available via Canada for $25.95; regular 
tourist rates, 90-day limit, good returning 
until October 1st, about $35.00. Mr, Charles 
H, Brown of the John Crerar Library, Chi- 
cago, is in charge of the western travel 
party and all Minnesota librarians will find 
it to advantage to come with his party and 
correspond with him direct regarding all 
travel arrangements. Rates over the Soo 
road, via Montreal, will be $41.95 round trip 
from St, Paul, good for 30 days, $50 good 
for 90 days. 
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Program. Topics on the general program 
are Library coérdination through increased 
library codperation; The library and the 
school; Symposium on recent books for 
boys; Illustrated lecture on paper and bind- 
ing for public library books; Selection of 
technical books. Unusually attractive pro- 
grams have been prepared by the various 
sections and affiliated societies. 

Post-conference Trip. A four days’ coach- 
ing trip round the Presidential range will 
leave Bretton Woods Monday morning, July 
5th, Seventy-seven people only can be ac- 
commodated, cost $25. This trip will be 
extended three days for those who desire, 
time to be spent at Ogunquit, Maine, at a 
seaside hotel, total cost of entire trip $39. 
No limit to number of people who can be 
accommodated for the last three days. The 
coaching party will go in seven coaches, 
eleven people in each. Occupants of front seat 
will change every half day, but each coach 
will carry same party throughout the trip.

MINNESOTA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 

The Executive Committee of the Minne- 
sota Library Association regrets that the 
date of the annual meeting in Duluth cannot 
yet be definitely announced. 

The library at Superior, Wis., has issued 
an urgent invitation to the Wisconsin Li- 
brary Association to hold its meeting in 
Superior at the same time as the Minnesota 
meeting and it is hoped that a joint meeting 
can be arranged. Pending the completion 
of this plan the most convenient time for the 
meeting can not be determined, but the 
hosts at both Duluth and Superior request 
that the meeting be held as early in the 
season as possible. 

The railroad fare from St. Paul or Minne- 
apolis to Duluth is $6.00 round trip, and 
from other points may be estimated at the 
regular two cent rate.

The program committee, which consists 
of Mr. John E. King, State Librarian, Chair. 
man, Miss Alice N. Farr, Librarian Mankato 
Normal Library and Miss Louise M. Fernald, 
Librarian Rochester Public Library haye 
commenced work, and have many plans for 
a most profitable and interesting session, 


The topics suggested include Work with 
schools; Exhibits in the public library; 
Non-essentials in library work; Importance 
of local history collections; Books for the 
blind; Library hospitality; a round table 
session with two-minute reports from each 
library in the state as to new features of 
work; The Minnesota Commission and its 
work, including the development of library 
work in Minnesota; Sectional round tables 
on school libraries, traveling libraries, trus- 
tees’ problems; and a book symposium on 
the best recent books in various classes, 
which is becoming a permanent feature of 
many state association programs, as well 
as of the A, L. A. meetings. 


It is expected that the representative of 
the A. L. A. will be present, and if the joint 
meeting with the Wisconsin Association is 
held, the interest in the program will be 
greatly increased by the interchange of 
ideas between neighboring states. 

Many librarians are planning to take their 
vacations in connection with the meeting 
since the location offers so many attractions, 
and it is expected that a post-conference 
trip to some of the mining towns on the 
Range will be arranged. A _ preliminary 
announcement will be issued as soon as the 
date of the meeting is determined. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 1909, 


The announcement of the Summer School 
of 1909, which opens June 21st at the State 
University has been issued, and all arrange 


ments have been completed. The large 
number of applications already received 
would indicate that the class will reach the 
full limit this year. 





The general outline of the program is as 
follows: 

First week—Order, Mechanical prepara- 
tion of books, Accession, Book selection. 

Second week—Cataloging, Book -selection. 

Third week—Cataloging, Classification, 
Periodicals and Bindings. 

Fourth and Fifth weeks—Cataloging, Clas- 
sification, Reference work, Administration. 

Sixth week—Cataloging, Classification, 
Public Documents. 

The instruction in technical work given 
by Miss Wilson and Miss Carey of the Com- 
mission continues throughout the course, 
with practice work in all processes neces- 
sary in a well-organized library, beginning 
with ordering, mechanical preparation, ac- 
cession, in the first week; while lectures in 
classification, including shelf-list and book 
numbers, alternate with the lessons in cata- 
loging through the remaining five weeks. 

The lectures on book-selection by Miss 
Harriet Wood, Librarian of Cedar Rapids 
(Ia.) Public Library, promise to be of un- 
usual interest and practical value. The course 
will include first the general principles of 
book selection, use of lists and aids, with 
hints on book-buying and _ book-criticism 
followed by consideration of the best books 
for a small library in each class, including 
standards and text books, readable books, 
and reference books. Each student will be 
asked to bring with her a copy of the Sug- 
gestive list, in which the books in her own 
library have been checked, so that definite 
books may be assigned for study in each 
class, The Buffalo list for class-room li- 
braries will be the basis for talks on chil- 
dren’s books. 

The lectures on reference work by Miss 
Wilson will supplement the course given by 
Miss Wood, emphasizing the use of the Com- 
mission resources in this department and 
illustrating by means of problems the use 
of the most important reference books for 
& small library to buy. 

Miss Carey, organizer of the Commission, 
who has made a special study of public 
documents will take up the practical prob- 
lems of what may be made useful in a small 
library and how to arrange and classify 
them. As a number of former students of 
the school have expressed a desire for sup- 
plementary work in documents, a special 
series of five lectures may be arranged dur- 





ing the last week of the course. Students 
who plan to come for this work should bring 
with them lists of the documents now found 
in their libraries, so that the specific prob- 
lems of elimination and addition in each 
library may be considered, 

Lectures on organization and administra- 
tion of a small library and library extension 
will be given by Miss Baldwin and other 
special lectures by members of the Library 
Commission. 

The library students are also admitted to 
the afternoon series of public lectures, con- 
certs and dramatic recitals given during the 
session of the University Summer School. 

The visits to libraries in St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Stillwater will be made occasions 
of pleasure as well as profit, and a number 
of informal outings will give an opportunity 
to enjoy the natural beauties, as well as the 
art collections of the Twin Cities. 

The Delta Gamma house, 1221 Fifth St. 
S. E., will be headquarters, where room 
and board may be obtained for from $5 to $6 
per week. As nearly all of the rooms are 
already engaged, students are urged to 
make application for rooms immediately, 
and it is hoped that rooms may be obtained 
in the immediate neighborhood for those 
who cannot be accommodated at the house. 

Registration will begin at 8.30 Monday 
morning, June 21st, and students must be 
present at this time and be prepared to 
begin work immediately. 


LIBRARY SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 


The entrance examinations for the Wis- 
consin Library School will be held June 11, 
1909. The entrance examinations for Pratt 
Institute Library School will also be given 
on June 11. For full information as to en- 
trance to these and other library schools, 
write to the Commission or to the director 
of the school. 


ROUND TABLE MEETINGS. 


As announced in the March Library Notes 
and News, a series of library round tables 
was held during April and May. The meet- 
ings proved so successful, and so much in- 
terest was shown, that the Commission feels 
encouraged to continue the plan, hoping in 
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time to include every library in the state. 
It is probable, however, that'no more meet- 
ings will be held until after the state library 
association meeting in the fall, as these 
local meetings should not detract in any 
way from the attendance at the larger meet- 
ing. 

A list of topics proposed for discussion had 
been sent with the invitation to the various 
libraries, and the sessions were entirely in- 
' formal. There were no papers or prepared 
speeches, but free interchange of ideas and 
experience, The meetings in this series 
were all conducted by the secretary of the 
Commission. 


Litchfield. ‘The first meeting of the series 
was held at Litchfield, April 29. Owing to 
the snow storm the attendance was much 
reduced, as a party of four who were plan- 
ning to come from Hutchinson in an auto- 
mobile were unable to come. In spite of 
this fact, however, there were eleven pres- 
ent, including four librarians and assistants, 
three trustees, three of the Library Com- 
mission staff and one visitor, representing 
the libraries at Litchfield, Willmar, Cokato 
and Howard Lake. The topics discussed 
included: Where we buy books, and how; 
Use of bound magazines; Advertising the 
library; Rural loans; Lectures and exhibi- 
tions; The problem of discipline and Care 
of books. The guests from other libraries 
particularly enjoyed the hospitable atmos- 
phere of the Litchfield library and spent 
some time in examining the Commission 
exhibit of picture books and library bind- 
ings. 


A meeting was held at the Lu- 
verne Carnegie Library May 10th and 11th, 
with an attendance of eight, including four 
librarians from Luverne, Pipestone, Worth- 
ington and the Worthington High School, 
three trustees from Pipestone and Luverne, 
and the secretary of the Library Commis-

sion. The first session was held Monday 
evening when problems of special interest 
to trustees were taken up. The fact that 
the three public libraries represented have 
the same income and similar conditions 
gave unusual interest to the discussion of 
financial: problems, hours of opening, cost 
of heating, etc. At the following morning 
session, the librarians present compared 
notes as to magazines most used for refer- 


ence, methods of advertising, renting eo. 
lections, bindings and the ever-present prob. 
lems of book-selection. 

Sleepy Eye. Following the district meet. 
ing of the Minnesota Federation of Woman’s 
clubs at Sleepy Eye on May 13th, a library 
round table was called at the Dyckman Free 
Library. The librarians in attendance, rep. 
resenting the public libraries of Minneota, 
Marshall, Redwood Falls, Wells, Sleepy Hye 
and the Mankato Normal assembled at the 
library for an hour before luncheon when 
problems of special interest to librarians 
were considered, magazines and reference 
books receiving the most attention, After 
luncheon attendance was increased to about 
35, of whom 17 were directly connected with 
libraries either as librarian or trustee. Owing 
to the large attendance the discussion fol 
lowed lines of more general interest, such 
as ways and means of arousing interest in 
library matters and methods of raising 
money. The Commission collection of pic. 
ture books proved of great interest to the 
mothers present. Hight libraries were rep- 
resented including Windom and New Ulm 
in addition to those named above. 


Fairmont. The fourth of the series of 
round table meetings was held at Fairmont 
May 14th. The fact that every member of 
the Fairmont board, excepting two who were 
out of town, was present at the meeting, 
entitles this board to carry off the palm for 
interest and enthusiasm in library matters, 
The total attendance at the sessions was 20, 
including librarians and trustees from Blue 
Earth, Albert Lea, Jackson and Fairmont. 
The guests arrived in the morning and after 
inspection of the building, gathered around 
the open fire in the reading-room and spent 
an hour in an informal discussion of book 
selection and buying. Closing with the dis 
cussion of children’s books, the session 
adjourned to examine the Commission cdl 
lection of illustrated books. A _ delicious 
luncheon was served by the ladies of the 
library board to which the wives and hus 
bands of the board were also invited, which 
gave an opportunity for better acquaintance, 
and a most delightful social hour, After 
luncheon the meeting was again called to 
order and the topics considered were refer 
ence work, advertising the library, rural 
loans and work with schools. 
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SCHOOL AND CLUB NOTES. 

The women’s clubs of Minnesota have 
always been closely connected with library 
work in the state, not only through the work 
of individual clubs for ‘their own town li- 
praries, but through the State Federation, 
which was one of the chief instruments in 
the establishment of the Library Commis- 
sion and has been its strong ally ever since 
its organization. 

The library work of the Commission and 
the Federation has been more closely co- 
jrdinated in recent years by the appoint- 
ment of the secretary of the Library Com- 
mission as chairman of the library commit- 
tee of the Federation. In the multiplicity 
of interests which are now engaging the 
attention of the Federation, the library is 
not forgotten, as indicated by the fact that 
library interests were presented at nearly 
all of the recent series of district meetings. 

At the meeting of the sixth district held in 
Brainerd, May 7th and 8th, the secretary of 
the Commission spoke of the work of the 
library and reciprocity committee, and urged 
the need of better support for libraries if 
they are to fulfill their possibilities for use- 
fulness. 

In Sleepy Eye, where the second district 


meeting was held, a large number of club 


women attended the library round table, 
which came at the close of a very full day’s 
program, and it was significant that the 
library interests of the towns represented 
were fully represented by those most promi- 
nent in club work. 

The meeting of the third district was held 
at Le Sueur May 18th, when Miss Baldwin 
gave a ten minute’s talk on the subject “Is 
the public library worth while?” 

At the first district meeting in Waseca, 
May 20th, Mrs. M. J, Hart of Le Roy read 
a most interesting paper on Libraries in the 
Symposium on Civic work showing how 
much had been accomplished for libraries 
by the clubs in this district, nearly every 
public library having been started through 
their efforts. At the public meeting in the 
evening, the secretary of the Commission 
explained the work of the Commission and 
its relation to the public libraries of the 
state and spoke of the library as an indis- 
pensable institution in any progressive town. 

At the meeting of the seventh district in 
Appleton June 1-3, the Commission will be 
represented by Miss Wilson, librarian of the 





traveling libraries who will speak especially 
of the work the Commission is doing to aid 
study clubs. 

The number of club libraries reserved for 
1909-10 has now reached 50. 


—_——_—__— 


Library interests were also presented at 
a meeting of the teachers and school officers 
of Meeker County, which took place at Litch- 
field May 8th. Wiss Wilson of the Library 
Commission, urged the codperation of teach- 
ers and school officers in locating traveling 
libraries in rural districts and availing them- 
selves of the resources of the Commission, 
as well as of the local libraries, The Litch- 
field library has always extended its privi- 
leges to the entire county, and recognition 
of this liberality should be made by hearty 
support of the county extension plan, where- 
by the county commissioners make an 
annual appropriation to the central library, 
so that it may enlarge its work to the 
mutual benefit of town and county. 

The Commission has further codperated 
with the State Educational Department by 
assisting in the revision and classification 
of the List of Books for Pubtic School Li- 
braries which may be purchased by state 
aid. The Commission has spent much time 
in this important work and for advice in the 
final grading and rounding out of the list 
has had the assistance of Miss Effie M. 
Power, of the Cleveland Public Library, who 
has had wide experience in selecting books 
for children, particularly for their use in 
schools. The list will be issued sometime 
during the summer. 

The Commission has also rendered assist- 
ance to school libraries whenever possible. 
During the last six months, school libraries 
at Blooming Prairie, Coleraine, Champlin 
and St, James have been re-organized and 
made more useful to teachers and pupils. 


AIDS TO LIBRARIES. 


Buffalo School List. A graded list of class 
room libraries for public schools has been 
published by the Buffalo Public Library, 
and the League of Library Commissions 
has issued a reprint of the list for the use 
of the various commissions. The list is 
arranged by grades, supplemented by an 
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author, title and subject index, which 
makes it unusually valuable, not only as a 
guide in book-selection, but as an aid in 
finding material for school work. The Com- 
mission has obtained a supply for distribu- 
tion to libraries in the state. 

Magazines for the Small Library. A new 
edition of ‘‘“Magazines for the small library,” 
by Katherine Macdonald Jones, formerly 
editor of the A, L. A. Book-list, has been 
issued by the League of Library Commis- 
sions. The pamphlet is thoroughly revised 
and brought to date. Copies of the first 
edition were distributed by the Commission 
to every library in the state, and any library 
which desires the new edition may obtain 
a copy upon application to the Commission. 

Normal Course in the Use of a Library. 
The course of study for Normal School 
pupils on the use of a library, by Marjary 
L. Gilson, Chief of the School Department 
of the Newark Library, has been issued as 
Part V. of the series on American Library 
Economy, edited by J. C. Dana. The pam- 
phlet contains an outline of 12 lectures on 
the relation between library and schools, 
arrangement of books, use of the catalog, 
make-up of a book, magazine indexes, scope 
and use of reference books, special list of 
books useful to teachers, selection of chil- 
dren’s books, and a final discussion of ““Some 
things a teacher should know about books 
and libraries.” 

The lessons are based upon actual experi- 
ence of several years, and include practice 
work in full detail. The book will be wel- 
comed by every Normal School librarian 
and the High School librarians as well, who 
have felt the need of just such an outline. 
It may be obtained from the Elm Tree Press, 
Woodstock, Vermont, at 75 cents per copy, 
60 cents in lots of 20 or more. 

One Hundred Best Novels. The list of 
100 of the best novels made by the Newark 
Public Library has been issued by the H. R. 
Huntting Co. of Springfield, Mass., on a very 
attractive little book-mark. It may be had 
for the asking by addressing the company 
as above. 

Library Tag Day. The Tag Day method 
of raising money for libraries seems to be 
growing in favor, In answer to the many 


enquiries received as to methods of con- 
ducting the plan, it may be said briefly that 
the town should be divided into districts, 
and members of the committee should be 
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stationed at various points, provided with 
tags, and a box in which the money may be 
placed. Tags are sold for any amount, and 
one who already wears a tag should not be 
further solicited. The plan should be fully 
advertised in the papers beforehand, so that 
the purpose and object may be fully under. 
stood. 

The Commission has had printed ag 
quantity of tags bearing simply the cut 
of a shelf-full of books, so that they are 
adapted to use in any town, These may be 
obtained from the Commission in any quan. 
tity at the rate of 75 cents per 1,000 plus 
postage or express. 


BOOKS ON WHEAT. 


Readers who desire information on wheat 
raising and marketing, and on flour making, 
the foremost industries of Minnesota and 
some others of our middle western states, 
are provided with three excellent books, of 
suitable size and cost to be available for 
every rural public library. 


First in their order of publication is “The 
Story of a Grain of Wheat,” by William C. 
Edgar, of Minneapolis, editor of the North- 
western Miller. This very interesting book, 
published in 1903 by D. Appleton & Co., is 
a 12mo of 195 pages, with 40 illustrations, 

The other two, published last year, are 
also of 12mo size, and are written by auth 
ors who have given prolonged research to 
their work. 


“Wheat Fields and Markets of the World,” 
by Rollin E. Smith, of Minneapolis, is issued 
by the Modern Miller Company, of St. Louis, 
Mo. It has 418 pages, with two illustrations, 
and deals most prominently with exporta- 
tion and importation of wheat and flour by 
the different countries of the world, and 
with the commercial and financial handling 
of these products. The author had his 
subject in consideration during eight years, 
and traveled “in the Western wheat states 
and in the Canadian West, when the crops 
were growing, to learn from observation 
what can be learned in no other way. I 
1906 he visited all the important grain ex 
changes in Europe and traveled through all 
the wheat growing countries.” 

“The Book of Wheat, an Economic His- 
tory and Practical Manual of the Wheat 
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Industry,” by Peter Tracy Dondlinger, Ph.D., 
formerly Professor of Mathematics in Fair- 
mount College, published by the Orange 
Judd Company, New York, has 369 pages 
with 60 illustrations, is amply indexed, and 
includes a valuable bibliography of 33 pages. 
This is a very comprehensive and useful 
treatise, “the result of fifteen years of per- 
sonal experience in the wheat fields of the 
Northwest, and of a careful study of the 
works listed in the appended bibliography.” 

Because Minnesota in the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo, in 1901, on account of 
its leading in the production of wheat and 
flour, and of butter, acquired a new sobriquet, 
“the Bread and Butter State,” its librarians 
and readers should peruse one or all of these 
pooks. But this state is now slightly sur- 
passed in wheat raising, in some years as 
1905, by Kansas and North Dakota.

Miss Florence Kiehle, to whose enthusias- 
tic interest, the success of the library in 
Preston is largely owing, has resigned her 
position in order to take a regular library 
course. Miss Cora Bigelow has been elected 
to take her place, 

Miss Honora McLachlan has been elected 
librarian at Glenwood to succeed Mr. Fred 








Calmeyer, whose resignation has already 
been announced. 

Mrs. Ingeborg Jerde, who has been in 
charge of the Carnegie Library at Madison, 
Minn., since its opening has resigned her 
position on account of removal from the 
city. Mrs. Akre has been appointed to fill 
her term which expires August 31, 1909. 

Mrs. Belle Longstreet, librarian at North 
Mankato, has gone to make her home in 
Washington state, and her place in the li- 
brary has been filled by Mrs, Haven. 


NEWS OF MINNESOTA LIBRARIES. 


Amboy. A library association has been 
organized by the women of the Improvement 
Circle, with a membership fee of $1.50 a 
year. Books will be loaned to members on 
payment of 5 cents a week, or a yearly 
membership of $3.00 will entitle a person 
to procure books at any time without addi- 
tional cost. 


Bemidji. The city council has increased 
the annual appropriation for the library to 
$1,250 and it is expected that $2,500 in 
addition to the original gift of $10,000 will 
be received from Mr, Carnegie to enable 
the board to erect the building as planned. 


Benson. A home talent play was given for 
the benefit of the library May 17th. 

Big Fails. The Big Falls Library Associa- 
tion has passed a resolution allowing per- 
sons living at a distance of more than five 
miles from the village to borrow books upon 
depositing one dollar. 


Blue Earth. The exhibit of Keppel etch- 
ings loaned by the Commission was at the 
library during April. 


Brown’s Valley. The city council has ap- 
propriated the sum of $400 to aid in main- 
taining the public library of Brown’s Valley 
for the ensuing year. This will provide for 
the running expenses, and money for new 
books will have to be provided by means 
of entertainments. 


Chatfield. The Public School Library will 
be open to the public one afternoon a week 
during the summer, in charge of Miss Ruth 
Haven, who has volunteered her services. 

Cokato. An entertainment given in April 
for the benefit of the library, was a success 
and brought about $40 into the treasury. 





Coleraine. It is reported that Mr. Carne- 
gie has offered $20,000 to Coleraine for a 
library building. The library site was set 
aside when the town was platted and as 
Coleraine has now incorporated as a village, 
there is no doubt that the library will soon 
be established.
